NEW YORK (AP) - Svetlana 


Alliluyeva says her father Jo- 
seph Stalin "knew exactly what 
he was doing" when he carried 
out the bloody purges which 
shook the Soviet Union before 
World War n. 


"My father was not mad, at 


least not in the 1930s," Mrs. Al- 
liluyeva said in an Interview 
Monday. "He was just ruthless. 


"He knew that the party was 


filled with opposition to him, 
that people would move against 
him if they could. He simply de- 
stroyed all of the opposition 
with complete ruthlessness." 


She said the purges Stalin or- 


dered after World War n "had 
a different quality." 


"Certainly in his last years he 


was a sick man," she said. 
"Was he mad? I don't know." 


How does she view Soviet 


leaders other than Stalin? 


She said former Premier Nflcl- 


ta Khrushchev "was a good 
man. Very ignorant. He tried so 
hard but in the end they pushed 
him out." 


Commenting on Premier Al- 


exel 
N. Kosygin, she said, 


"When you see that face you 
know he just can't succeed." 
She described Leonid I. Bre- 
zhnev, general secretary of the 
Communist party, as "just a 
rude party bureaucrat. A noth- 
ing." 


Mrs. Alliluyeva, 43, also held 


a news conference here Monday 
Introducing her second book 
"Only One Year." 


She told reporters she now is 


at home in America and would 
like to be a student again "but 
not a teacher." She would like 
to become an American citizen 
but "it would do no good to ap- 
ply now," she said. 


"I once was a member of the 


Communist 
party 
and 
that 


would be against me," she ex- 
plained. "Perhaps some day 
when everyone understands that 
I am not a Communist It will be 
possible." 


"Only One Year" starts on 


Dec. 19, 1966 when Mrs. Alliluy- 
eva left Moscow to take the ash- 
es of her husband Brajesh Singh 
to India, having no plan to de- 
fect at that time. It describes

insurance man, agreed Monday 
to a one-year contract to suc- 
ceed Player-Coach Bill Russell, 
who announced his retirement 
in July.

Club 
De Pesca Novillo, S.A. Lake No- 
villo, Sonora, Mexico owned and 
operated by Dick Maloy of Okla- 
homa, City is the only fishing 
camp on the lake.

We landed on the Lake Air 


Strip at 1:00 p.m. just in time

us about the fabalous fishing 
made us all the more eager to 
get to the lake and start cast- 
ing worms and plugs. 


Our group paired off two to a 


boat and we headed up the lake 
as fast as the 18 HP's would 
carry us.

MONEY CLIPS

In July Pope Paul IV visit- 


ed the Republic of Uganda 
in the heart of Africa and 
the government of the tiny 
republic has r e c o r d e d the 
historic event on its coinage. 


The six-coin-all-silver, 1969 


proof set consists of a 30-shil- 
ling piece and a two-shilling 
piece, each f e a t u r i n g the 
bust of the Pontiff and the 
Sanctuary 
of Namugongo 


(where 22 Negro m a r t y r s 
were slain because of their 
relious belief). The 25-shill- 
ing coin contains a half- 
length likeness of Pope Paul 
and lists the sites of his vari- 
ous pilgrimages, beginning 
with his visit to Jerusalem in 
1964. 


A 20-shilling piece (illus- 


trated above) s h o w s the 
Pope superimposed over the 
center of the African conti- 
nent and depicts his route 
from Rome to Kampala. 


The Sanctuary of Namu- 


gongo and the crowned Crane 
of Uganda are the devices 
respectively on the 10- and 
5-shilling coins. All six pieces 
are m i r r o r - finished fields 
with frosted designs. 


This set is pure silver and 


intended strictly as a col- 
lector/investor item of poten- 
tial rarity. To insure this 
potential, the number of sets 
involved in a commemora- 
tive program of this kind is 
usually less for worldwide 
distribution than the number 
required to satisfy 
orders 


from a single country. 
/ 


In keeping with this poliay, 


the Bank of Uganda struck 
exactly 15,000 sets for the 
whole of the international 
market and I can only as- 
sume that the quantity al- 
lotted to the United States is 
something less than 10 per 
cent of the total. 


This Uganda set sells for 


$75 delivered but prices for 
individual coins will have to 
be determined through Para-

Brown Eyes, Blue Eyes — 
No Set Hereditary Base

Q—Our blue-eyed son does 


not believe he is our child 
because both my husband 
and I have brown eyes. In 
one side of his family tree 
blue eyes have predomin- 
ated. I have always heard 
that two brown-eyed persons 
could have a blue-eyed child 
but that two blue-eyed people 
could not have a brown-eyed 
baby. Is that true? 


A—Although b r o w n eye 


color is a dominant and blue 
a recessive hereditary trait, 
human genes have become 
so mixedfetfyU the simple 
Mendelian rules of heredity 
cannot be applied to man. 
Tell your son for me that in 
his own children, if he has 
more t h a n one, any con- 
ceivable combination of eye 
colors may occur. 
As for 


your quoted statement, it is 
true in a general way but 
exceptions can occur. 


Q—Is there any scientific 


reason why first c o u s i n s 
shouldn't marry? 


A—If all the genes on both 


sides were desirable 
ones 


and no hereditary diseases 
or defects clouded the pic- 
ture, this would be a strong 
reason for two first cousins 
to marry. Since this is rare- 
ly the case, such a marriage 
greatly i n c r e a s e s the 
chances of perpetuating un- 
desirable characteristics in 
an aggravated form. 


Q—How great are the risk 


factors concerning the per- 
petuation of family weak- 
nesses, mental or physical 
when third cousins marry? 
Would duodenal u l c e r or 
colitis be transmitted to their 
offspring? 


A—The risk in third cous- 


ins is so diluted that it is not 
much greater t h a n when 
total s t r a n g e r s marry. 
Ulcers and colitis are usually 
caused by emotional stress. 
Heredity has nothing to do 
with their occurrence. 


Q—What is the cause of a 


pilonidal sinus? Is it con- 
tagious? Can it be cured? 


A—A pilonidal cyst is a 


developmental defect that oc- 
curs at the lower end of the 
spine. It remains rudiment- 
ary until late puberty when 
it is likely to increase greatly 
in size. It contains sweat 
glands and sometimes hair 
but it causes no trouble until, 
as a result of an injury, it 
becomes i n f e c t e d and a 
draining sinus is formed. It 
is not contagious. 


The standard treatment is 


complete surgical removal 
of the cyst. If any of the skin 
lining the cyst is left behind 
there will be a recurrence. 
A new treatment that shows 
promise consists of injecting 


full-strength phenol into the 
cyst and using a depilatory 
cream to keep the area free 
of hair.

Wije on a Rampage 


While Fred was away on a busi- 


ness trip, his short-tempered wife, 
suddenly recalling some old griev- 
ance, dashed to the closet and rip- 
ped his clothing to shreds. 


Upon returning home and dis- 


covering the damage, Fred decided 
(among other things) that he had 
a valid claim for insurance. When 
the insurance company disagreed, 
Fred filed suit. 


"My policy is supposed to cover 


vandalism," he argued in court. 
"My wife surely did vandalize my 
clothing." 


And Fred collected. The court 


said that, even though this was a 
rather unusual type of loss, it still 
filled under the heading of vandal- 
ism. 


Originally, the word "vandalism" 


applied only to the destruction of 
works of art, because that was .sjip- 
posedly the trademark of the ma- 
rauding Vandal tribes of the fifth 
century. Now, however, vandalism 
includes the destruction of almost 
any kind of property. 


Furthermore, there may be van- 


dalism even if there is "nothing 
personal" about the destructive acts 
—so long as there is disrespect for 
the property itself. 


Thus, the owner of a damaged 


building was able to collect van- 
dalism insurance, even though the 
youngsters who did the damage did 
noi know him. The court said their 
prank—leaving some faucets on 
overnight—was the kind of sense- 
less mischief that vandalism insur- 
ance was meant to pay for. 


Yet, there still must be that ele- 


ment of intentional wrongdoing— 
something more than mere acci- 
dental damage. 


In another case, a warehouse 


owner put in a claim under his van- 
dalism insurance for damage done 
to one of his trucks. He pointed 
out that the driver had lost control 
of the truck and Struck a fire hy- 
drant, while under the influence of 
alcohol. 


But in a court hearing, his claim 


was turned down, simply because 
the driver had no intention of in- 
flicting damage on the truck. 


"In the absence of an actual pur- 


pose to do injury (to properly)," 
said the court, "the conduct could 
not amount to vandalism." 
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HOPE NEWSPAPER HISTORY:

1883 -Sold to Withers & John- 


son, name changed to Hope Tele- 
graph. 


1883 — Later in same year 


resold to Claude McCorkle and 
renamed Hope Mercury. 


1884 —Sold to James H, Belts, 


who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name it was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Betts, J.L. Tullis, andCol.W.W. 
Folsom the last-named dying in 
1916. 


1916 — Purkins & Gates bought 


the weekly Gazette and made It 
a companion paper to their new 
daily, Arkansas Evening Herald 
—but both papers suspended in 
1922. 


1926 
— Plant was revived by 


Curtis Cannon as the weekly 
Hempstead County Review. 
1927 —Cannon sold plant to 


D.A. 
Gean, who established the 


morning Hope Daily Press. 


1929 -C. E. Palmer and A.H. 


Washburn consolidated The Star 
and the Press as Hope Star, with 
Palmer as president and Wash- 
burn secretary*treasurer. 


1957 
-Following Mr. Pal- 


mer's death Mrs. Palmer be- 
came president. 


1969 
-With Mrs. Palmer's 


retirement from Star Publish- 
ing Co. Washburn became 76 
per cent owner and president

What the assembly itself does 


on the Middle East will depend 
laf gely on the result of private 
talks. If the Arabs arid the fs« 
raells feel that the negotiations 
are making progress, they may 
follow last year's pattern and 
defer public debate, 


The disarmament debate is 


also dependent partly upon what 
happens In private U.S,*Soviet 
talks and what progress Is made 
in the next few weeks in the Ge* 
neva disarmament conference, 


Diplomatic sources say the 


United States and Soviet Union 
are near agreement on a treaty 
to ban nuclear weapons from 
the sea floor, But it Is not cer* 
tain whether agreement will be 
reached In time to report it to 
the assembly at this session, 


It seems fairly certain that no 


treaty will be ready on chemi- 
cal and bacteriological warfare, 
another very live Issue which 
will figure in the assembly arms 
debate, 


The prospects for debate on 


the Irish situation are uncer* 
tain. The Irish Republic has 
asked 
to have the question 


placed on the agenda, but Brit- 
ain will oppose any U.N, debate 
on the ground that this is an in- 
ternal matter, thus outside the 
jurisdiction of the assembly. 


The issue will be taken up by 


the 25-member steering commit- 
tee when it meets Wednesday to 
consider the agenda. The com- 
mittee could recommend that 
the assembly refuse to take up 
the Issue. It previously was 
shelved by the Security Council.

Haynsworth 
to Present

WASHINGTON (AP) - Judge 


Clement F. Haynsworth, under 
fire for alleged conflicts of In- 
terest, was called to present his 
own case today as Senate hear- 
ings opened into his appoint- 
ment to the Supreme Court. 


The Senate Judiciary Commit- 


tee scheduled the 56-year-old 
South Carolinian as the lead-off 
witness for the hearings, which 
also were planned to Include op- 
position testimony from civil 
rights and labor organizations. 


Most 
committee 
members 


have said they are keeping an 
open mind on the appointment 
until they hear all the evidence. 
But even opponents say that, 
barring 
new 
developments, 


Haynsworth's nomination prob- 
ably will be approved. 


President 
Nixon nominated 


Haynsworth, now chief judge of 
the 4th U.S. Court of Appeals 
last month to fill the vacancy 
created by Abe Fortas' reslgna. 
tlon In mid-May, 


Opponents 
of Haynsworth's 


nomination not only have ac- 
cused him of pro«segregatlonist 
and antllabor rulings but also 
have raised a conflict-of-interest 
charge because of his participa- 
tion in a 1963 decision. 


The court majority, Including 


Haynsworth, upheld the right of 
the Darlington Mfg. Co,, a sub- 
sidiary of Peering Milliken, 
Inc., to shut down its textile 
plant after the Textile Workers 
Union 
won a representation 


election. 


At the time of the decision- 


later reversed by the Supreme 
Court- Haynsv.-orth had a major 
stock interest in Carolina Vend- 
A-Matic, a company providing 
vending machines In three of 
Deering Mllliken's plants. 


Haynsworth has called his 


participation In the case "en- 
tirely proper" and, in prepara- 
tion for today's committee hear- 
ing,' submitted a statement de- 
tailing his part in founding and 
financing the vending machine 
company.

In the populous 
coastal lowlands south of Da 
Nang, killed 24 persons, wound- 
ed six others and destroyed 170 
houses, South V i e t n a m e s e 
spokesmen reported today. 


Sharp fighting was reported In 


various parts of South Vietnam 
as GIs and officers speculated 
which units would be included in 
new UJS. troop withdrawals. Al- 
lied forces killed 212 Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese in a doz- 
en clashes from the Mekong 
Delta to the demilitarized zone, 
military spokesmen said.
